The company held that jitneys had de­ 
creased the company’s earnings in the 
city nearly a million below expenses. 
The commission holds that the rail­ 
road would lose 1300,000 yearly In ad­ 
dition to its present Io b s , making op­ 
eration burdensome. 
The Southern Pacific owns all the 
Pacific Electric stock, and a great 
amount of its bonds. The commission 
says that only because of this owner­ 
ship has the Pacific Electric been able 
te support the losses caused by jitney 
competition. 
The commission says that 
if the 
rates asked for to Palms, Edendale, 
Hollywood and Baumstown were grant­ 
ed the western division of the road 
alone would lose a quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars yearly, which, added to 
$821,734, tfce actual loss in 1M6, would 
create an annual deficit in excess of 
a million dollars. It was decided. 
It was held that the present rev­ 
enues, wtth jitney competition, do not 
give the railroad a sufficient revenue 
to meet Its current expenses.
